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A  PACIFICA  PHENOMENA  -  THE  VOLUNTEER

KPFA  maintains  a  staff  of  23  peo- 
ple. They  are  the  backbone  of  the  opera- 
tion, working  hard  to  keep  the  station 
functioning  efficiently.  They  are  employ- 
ed at  various  part-time  rates,  but  not 
necessarily  part-time  hours- working  for 
less  than  they  might  at  a  commercial  sta- 
tion because  they  believe  in  the  concept  of 
free  radio  and  free  speech. 

Over  1 1 ,000  people  have  expressed 
their  support  for  Pacifica  radio  by  becom- 
ing subscribers  at  a  yearly  rate.  Ninety- 
thousand  dollars  was  pledged  during  the 
annual  Marathon  in  March  because  more 
and  more  people  are  becoming  aware  of 
the  importance  of  informative  in-depth 
broadcasting  and  their  responsibility  to 
support  it  financially  to  keep  it  on  the  air. 

But  the  true  Pacifica  phenomena  is 
die  KPFA  volunteer  staff.  Approximately 
150  women,  men,  children  and  assorted 
pets  devote  long  hours  producing  pro- 
grams, typing,  answering  telephones  and 
generally  being  useful  without  receiving 
any    pay    and    usually    little    recognition. 

This  month  the  Folio  salutes  the 
KPFA  Volunteer.  We  have  asked  some  of 
them  to  tell  a  little  about  themselves, 
what  they  do  here  and  why  they  do  it. 
We  regret  that  space  permits  only  a  samp- 
ling of  the  total  volunteer  staff. 


Sherry  Remail  is  with  the  Women's  News 
Collective:  "Why  women's  news???  Well, 
I  guess  I  felt  established  media  misled  as 
far  as  news  was  concerned,  and  I  felt 
there   was   something  that    I    had   to   do 


about  it  ...  I  am  addicted  to  the  whole 
idea  of  revealing  news  to  people,  of 
finding  out  for  myself  what  actually  hap- 
pened and  then  letting  other  people  know 
.  .  .  The  media  should  be  people  who  let 
the  community  know  what's  happening 
around  them  and  what  alternatives  they 
have  ...  In  women's  news  there  is  espec- 
ially a  lack  of  information  and  sexism  in 
reportage  ...  I  believe  in  what  women's 
news  stands  for  and  what  Pacifica  says  it 
stands  for."  The  Women's  News  is  broad- 
cast on  Fridays  at  7:30  PM. 


Bill  Sokol  is  the  morning  news  man  and 
has  been  a  volunteer  at  KPFA  for  an  un- 
disclosed period  of  time.  "Grappling  with 
the  world's  events  at  the  beginning  of  the 
day  helps  me  maintain  perspective  on  my 
place  in  that  world  and  pushes  me  to  do 
more  with  each  day.  Hopefully  it  does  the 
same  for  some  listeners,  too.  And  I  can 
brag  that  I  get  up  at  5:30  every  morning. 
And  KPFA  is  my  kind  of  folk.  And  the 
coffee  here  is  good.  And  otherwise  I'd 
have  to  earn  a  loving.  And.  And.  And. 
Andadadadada  ..." 


Laurie  Simms  is  one  of  our  most  energetic 
program  producers.  "What  do  I  do  here 
and  why?  Jeez,  I  get  angry  when  I  think 
about  it.  Here's  why.  I  produce  programs, 
do  board  shifts,  and  work  on  the  Sunday 
News.  I  spend  30-40  hours  a  week  doing 
this  work  and  I  do  not  get  paid  a  cent  for 
it  and  there  are  others  here  like  me.  Most 


of  us  fall  into  one  of  three  categories;  we 
are  young,  female,  or  non-white.  (Look  at 
the  composition  of  the  paid  staff  some- 
time and  it  should  be  quite  clear  why  I  am 
angry.)  Why  then  do  I  do  it?  I  work  here 
because  every  once  in  awhile  I'll  turn  on 
KPFA  and  hear  something  that  appeals  to 
what  I  like  best  about  myself,  namely  my 
ability  to  listen,  analyze  and  learn.  I  really 
want  to  develop  this  skill;  the  ability  to 
present  people  with  something  that  clears 
the  head  out  and  puts  us  back  in  touch 
with  each  other.  That's  why,  although  I 
am  angry  I'm  not  bitter."  Hear  Laurie's 
program,  Sexism  and  Children's  Litera- 
ture, May  16,  9:30  PM  co-produced  with 
Beverly  Stein. 


Valerie  Stubbs  works  on  the  production  of 
Folio.  "Why  I'm  here  has  a  lot  to  do  with 
the  frustrations  of  my  former  life  back 
East.  A  lot  of  self-satisfied  people  'out 
there'  were  then  and  still  are  doing  their 
daily  uglies-acts  of  repression  and  inhu- 
manity which  make  you  want  to  do  un- 
speakable things  to  them.  Each  of  us  who 
cares  deals  with  that  inhumanity  in  our 
own  way  and  part  of  my  way  is  KPFA. 
It's  not  in  my  personality  to  be  an  'air 
person'  or  at  least  not  yet.  But  being  a 
part  of  KPFA's  Daily  Dialogue  is  im- 
mensely satisfying.  Taking  the  uglies  to 
task,  airing  their  dirty  linen  for  them, 
sensitizing  and  informing  people  to  what's 
going  on.  KPFA  has  a  lot  to  do  with  keep- 
ing a  sense  of  humanity  alive." 


Having  escaped  from  the  trauma  of  the 
suburbs,  Eric  Shilling  came  to  KPFA  as  a 
wandering  soul  looking  for  a  roost.  In  late 
1971,  he  found  that  roost  at  the  Recep- 
tion desk,  directing  incoming  calls  to 
KSAN.  Bored  with  the  mundane  life  of  a 
public  servant,  he  soon  began  to  work  in 
the  Control  Rooms  correcting  other  peo- 
ple's mistakes  and  learning  all  about  ra- 
dio. Having  become  one  of  the  station's 
best  recording  engineers,  Eric  is  currently 
working  behind  the  scenes  on  many  live 
music  and  recording  projects,  and  is  also 
active  in  training  novice  technicians  in  the 
mystic  religion  of  radio. 


Helga  Lohr-Bailey,  European  Press  Re- 
view. "KPFA's  uniquertess  goes  beyond  its 
listener-supported  and  non-commercial  sta- 
tus. It's  essence  can  be  found  in  the  open 
and  broad  programs  the  station  presents 
which  reveal  much  of  the  democratic  po- 
tential this  society  is  still\  capable  of.

When  they  get 
to  junior  high,  they  get  texts  like  one  that 
says  'Russia  is  still  larger  now'  than  under 
the  tsars,  although  Finland  and  Poland 
were  part  of  the  Russian  Empire.  In  the 
very  best  high  schools,  they  may  get  an 
annotated  translation  of  A  Soviet  View  of 
the  American  Past  that  makes  Moscow 
scholars  look  like  malignant  idiots  only 
because  of  the  incompetence  of  the  US 
translators.  At  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia, they  study  a  sociology  textbook 
which  said  soviet  worker's  children  can't 
go  to  high  school  because  of  tuition  fees 
until  I  criticized  it  in  a  lecture  on  campus. 
A  generation  of  Americans  has  been  raised 
on  'Mission  Impossible'  and  'FBI,'  whose 
chief  message  is  anti-communism.  In  So- 
viet Press  and  Periodicals  I  try  to  let  you 
see  the  USSR  as  a  real  country  inhabited 
by  real  human  beings,  not  the  straw  book 
'communism'  or  'revisionism'  created  by 
the  media  and  doctrinaries.  This  is  essen- 
tial to  world  peace,  and  to  people  interes- 
ted in  alternatives  to  capitalism."  Soviet 
Press  and  Periodicals  is  broadcast  Tuesday 
evenings  at  6:45.
